The applicants' arguments presented in the After Final response have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive: 

In response to applicants' arguments that "the authentication server disclosed in Ramasubramani is not the authentication server as in 
the claims of the present invention", the arguments have been considered but they are not deemed persuasive because the Examiner is 
relying on the primary reference, Reed et al.; for the teaching of "an authentication server" (column 97, line 60 through column 98, line 1), 
"adapted to establish a two-way communication link" (column 76, lines 34-44; column 81, lines 59-67.) 

In response to the applicants' arguments that, "the authentication process/server described in the excerpts in Ramasubramani do not 
allow an authenticated user to access a list of application servers", the arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive because as noted above, the examiner is citing Reed et al. for the teaching of the "authentication server" and, Reed et al 
states: "the provider and consumer programs 12, 22 may also call other Web helper applications or "applets", such as those produced 
with Sun Microsystem's Java programming language or other programming languages, to provide additional interface functions" (column 
16, lines 23-27), and he teaches: " the method can also be a remote procedure call to another object or application located elsewhere on 
the consumer's computer or on a communications network 3 accessible from the consumer program" (column 21, lines 17-20.) 
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
